As it seems nearly certain that these prizes cannot 
be of much use in promoting scientific Botany, and 
must seriously threaten the rare, curious, and botani- 
cally interesting plants with extirpation, we venture 
to express our hope that the Council may be induced 
to withdraw them before the season has arrived 
for the destruction to commence.
